.  .  .  Recently,  upon  leaving  scxne  friends  I  was  visiting  at  Cary,  Kentucky,  ard 
taking  notice  of  the  surroundings,  I  thought  of  how  sad  it  is  that  so  fewof  t£se 

places  stjn  fQnain*  M1  that  is  left  at  Cary  as  reminders  of  a  once 
ousy  mining  camp  are  a  few  houses,  sane  trailers,  the  slate  dump,  tram  road,  and 

entries .  Cary  is  located  on  Route  66,  about  4  miles  from 
,  on  the  left  fork  of  what  is  kinewn  as  Straight  Creek  in  Bell  County,  KY. 

_  T?eX/tfirst  OCfnpany  ^  significance  to  mine  ooal  at  Cary  was  the  Straight 
k  Coax  Mining  Company,  just  after  the  turn  of  the'  century.  Most  of  the  property 
^^jpurchasea  from  the  National  Coal  &  Iron  Co. ,  owners  of  the  land  since  circa  1890. 

38 J*®  sites,  of  the  camp  and  tipple,  was  leased  from  George 
and  John  Howard,  in  December  1905,  an  agreement  was  reached  with  the  L.  &  N.  Rail- 

P^°VldS  f°r  a  ^ack  extension  froa  the  L  &  W  main  line  to  Cary.  By  late 
f  Cary  a  population  of  about  500,  and  like  most  coal  camps,  there  was  a 

school, .  and  churches.  Since  there  was  also  a  postoffice  at  Cary,  most 
^rnpa^LC1?-°n  ^he1left  fork  a.lso  used  Cary,  Ky. ,  as  their  address. 

°?*'  °°llier  Coal  00 •  /  Straight  Creek  Colliery  Co. ,  Left  Fork  Coal 
•  /  Superior  St.  Creek  Coal  Co.  were  among  the  companies  known  to  have  used 
u-ns  address.  In  1909,  St.  Creek  Coal  Mining  Co.  was  shipping  over  200  cars  per 
month  from  Cary.  Continental  Coal  Corporation  of  Tennessee  purchased  the  assets 

Cary  ip  Ma^o^^l^^^  C°‘  ^  Decei^ber  of  1910 '  ^  began  mining  operations  at 


■f  4.  mna^QT'ent  of  White  L.  Moss,  Continental  improved  productivity, 

sarety,  and  living  conditions,  their  operations  spanning  the  years  1911-19X7.  In 
September  of  1917,  due  to  the  bankruptcy  of  Continental,  the  mines  at  Cary  were 
en  pver  by  the  Federal  Coal  Company.  Federal  operated  the  mines  with  varying 
degrees  of  success  until  October  of  1922,  at  which  time  another  change  took  place. 
The  Cary  properties  were  leased  to  the  Moss  Federal  Goal  Co. ,  R.  B.  Moss,  President, 
-or  a  short  time  until .  sometime  in  1923,  when  yet  another  change  took  place. 

Straight  Creek  Coal  Co.  operated  the  mines  until  May,  1931, 
at  which  time  they  were  leased  to  R.  R.  Atkins  and  James  Hume  operating  under  the 
name  Straight  Creek  Gaal  Inc.  (Atkins  and  Hume  were 'also  operators  of  Liberty 
Coal  &  Coke  Co.  of  Straight  Creek) .  .  * 

In  the  latter  part  of  1931,  labor  problems  became  pronounced  in  Bell 
-ounty,  culminating  with  many  of  the  companies  breaking  away  frem  the  U.M.  W.  and 
running  non-union  operations.  The  mines  at  Cary  were  in  this  group.  Fran  1933 
until  1938,  most  of  the  mines  on  Straight  Creek  were  represented  by  the  Southern 
.liners  Union,  a  union  formed  by  Straight  Creek  miners  in  1933.  After  a  short 
period  of  representation  by  the  U.  M.  W. ,  Straight  Creek  Coal,  Inc.  closed  their 
mines  and  this  was  the  last  company  of  any  size  to  mine  coal  at  Cary.

Four  of  these  were  withdrawn  ™  ™ 
and  money  refunded  due  to  incomplete  information  about  their  rarity  value 
leaving  92  lots  sold,  the  total  sales  was  $1,169.28  with  $190.65  commis¬ 
sion  for  NSC A  to  apply  to  meeting  expenses.  All  excess  was  placed  in  the 
treasury. 


The  highlights  of  the  sale  was  a  Lower  Hignite  Coal  M.  Co,  Murtea,  Ky 
1.00  which  sold  for  $52.50  and  a  Clearfield  Supply  Co  50,  a  new  find  from 
Clearfield,  Ky  listed  in  Dodrill  as  both  coal  and  lumber,  which  brought 
$50.00.  A  H.L.  Tucke*  Coal  Co,  Rockport,  Ky  100  went  for  $42.50,  and  a 
Wolverine  Coal  Co,  Wolverine,  Ky  5  for  $40.00.  Lewis  an^  Campbell,  Four 
Mile,  Ky  100  realized  $38.-00.  Two  pieces  brought  $35.00,  Northeast  Coal 
Co,  Thealka,  Ky  1  and  Strait  Creek  Coal  Co,  Mt.  Savage,  Ky  50.  Inter¬ 
national  Coal  Mine 8 ,  Eagle  Pass  Texas  1  went  to  a  KY.  buyer  for  $31.00, 
and  Turner  Pine  Co,  Uniform,  Ala  UnL  100  to  a  mail  bidder  for  $30.00. 

Others  were  in  the  $20-25  range  and  included  Helenwood  C.  Co,  Helenwood 
Tenn  100;  Big  Elkhorn  Coal  Co,  Juatell,  Ky  1;  Buchannon  Coal  Co,  Tip  top 
Ky  100;  Consolidation  Coal  Co,  Van  Lear,  Ky  1  and  Williams  Coal  Co,  Masa- 
nington,  Ky  100.  Ten  lots  sold  in  the  $15-17.50  range;  16  in  $11-14;
